GOOSEBERRY CAKES.

SPONGE GINGERBREAD. 

Take half pound flour, two ounces 
margarine, two ounces hrown sugar, 
quarter pound syrup, half teaspoonj{ul 
salt, ground ginger, nutmey, or apice and 
soda, one egg and a little milk. 

Miz flour, soda and seasonings, melt 
the margarine, and add with sugar, 
syrup and beaten egg, and enough milk 
to.make a stiff batter. Beat well, pour 
into prepared tins, and bake in a slow 
oven, jor about one and a half hours. 

JAPANESE CAKES. 

Take half pound flour, quarter pound 
butter, quarter pound ground almonds, 
quarter pound caster sugar, half tea- 
spoon/ub baking powder, two eggs, coffee 
icing. Stewe the flour, sugar and baking 
powder into a basin, add the ground 
almonds, and then rub the butter until 
free from lumps. Heat up the egga and | 
use these to bind the mizture together, 
keeping it very Ail. Roll out rather 
thinly, and cut in rounds about three 
inches in diameter. Bake these slowly in 
a greased and flourgd tin till brown and 
crtep. When ready lift them off and 
let them cool. Then place them two 
together with a layer of coffee icing 
between. Coat the top and sides with 
another layer of icing, and then sprinkle 
with ieing sugar, Time to bake—~12-15 
minutes, 

COFFEE ICING.

CIVIL SERVICE CLAIM,

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S CASE. 


Before Mr. Justice Meredith, the hearing 
was resumed of the action between John 
Howard Wigg and Robert Oliver Cochrane 
and the Attorney-General of the Irish Free 
State. The plaintifis were civil servants in 
the Public Works Office, Dublin, and retired 
under Article 10 of the Treaty. They claimed 
that the basis of the awards on which 
their retirement allowance was calculated 
was wrongly made on the ground that 
the Treaty contained provision with the 
civil servants who desired to retire which 
could not be abrogated by either the British 
Treasury or the Minister for Finance of the 
Free State. 

Mr, Jellett, K.C., Mr. A. A. Dickie, K.C., 
and Mr. J. Henry fem by Mr. W. J. 
M. Coulter) appeared for the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Overend, K.C., and Mr. J. Costello (instructed 
by the Chief State Solicitor), appeared for 
the defendant, said that it was never intended 
that these men were to get more from the 
Free State Government than they would have 
got from the British Government. They 
wanted to have things both ways. They 
wanted the conditions of Irish retirement with 
the high water mark of English retirement. 
Counsel argued that no right of action lay in 
this matter, as the British Treasury and its 
Irish equivalent had sole power to deal with 
questions of superannuation, and they could 
even withhold a pension or reduce it unless 
the applicant had a certificate from the head 
of his department as to his fitness for one, and 
so forth. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until this morning. 


ACTION AGAINST NEWSPAPER. 


Before Mr, Justice Sullivan and a special 
ury, the case of Breen v. the Jrish Timea, 
td., was listed for hearing. The plaintiff, 
Daniel Breen, of 47 Hollybank road, Dublin, 
a member of Dail Eireann, claimed damages 
against the defendants for alleged libel in 
respect of a report published in the Jrish 
Times of the 15th April, 1924, concernin 
the commemoration in Fermoy of the buria 
there of Liam Lynch. The plaintiff alleged 
that by the publication the defendants meant 
that he was, on the occasion referred to, the 
leader and a member of a disorderly assembly. 
The defence was a denial of the libel. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Brown, K.C., and Mr. Marnan (instructea 
by Messrs. Casey, Clay and Collins) was for 
the defendants, informed his Lordship that 
the case might be struck out. He said that 
the defendants desired to repeat in court their 
statement already made in their paper, and 
to say that they did not intend the words 
complained of in this action to refer to the 
plaintiff, and if the plaintiff considered that 
the words bore the meaning comp ained of, 
they willingly assured him that there was no 
intention that they should do ao. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., who, with Mr. M. 
Comyn, K.C., and Mr. O'Doherty (instructed 
by Messrs. Noyk and O'Reilly) was for the 
plaintiff, said that the plaintiff desired him to 
say that he recognised that he had been met 
in a very fair and generous manner by the 
defendants, and that, although he considered 
at the time of the publication complained of 
that he was bound to bring these proceedings, 
he freely accepted the explanation that had 
been given by the defendants—that they had 
no intention to make any reflection upon him. 
He desired that the matter should be ended 
and forgotten, as he entertained no feelings 
but those of a friendly chagacter towards the 
defendants. /

HOW A CEMENT INDUSTRY IS 
PROTECTED. 


— -4———— 


The South African Union Gowernment has 
taken an important step to ensure fair treat- 
ment for the cement trade in that counry by 
imposing a dumping duty on cement imported 
from Mozambique. 

The Mozambique Portland Cement Com- 
pany has erected a factory in Portuguese ter- 
ritory, availing itself of the facilities ex- 
tended by the British Board of Trade in order 
to obtain a portion of Its working capital. 
This company, which is registered in the 
Union, possesses a virtual monopoly in Por- 
tuguese territory, an import duty of 7s. 7d. a 
cask reventing cement from entering 
Mozambique. It has also been competing very 
strongly with cement works in the Union. 

Cement imported into the Union, which is 
of the same class as that manufactured in 
Union territory, and the export selling price 
of which—free on bosrd—to an importer in 
the Union is less than that at which the same 
goods are sold for consumption in Mozam- 
bique, will henceforth pay a special Customs 
duty equal to the difference between the sell. 
ing price to the importer and the price at 
— the goods are sold for home consump- 
jon. 

Further, in view of the fact that cement 
manufactured in Portuguese territory is being 
sold for export in the Union at a price that 
does not represent its true current value 
when sold in Mozambique, a dumping duty 
equal to the difference between the price at 
which cement of the same grade is sold in 
Mozambique, plus the welling price free on 
board to the importer in the Union will be 
levied, provided this duty does not exceed 25 
per cent. ad valorem.

|. ELECTRIFICATION OF 
RAILWAYS. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE 
SYSTEM. 


Some of the advantages that would aecrue 
from electrification were indicated at the 
World ‘Power Conference at Wembley. Mr. 
W. S. Murray stated that the super-power 
zone coristituted the one sure method of bring: 
ing a large region to ii; maximum produo- 
tivity, and the one infallible system of ren, 
dering a country oe a of supporting in 
comfort a dense ation, The most notable 
example of a well-defined power region was the 
Boston-Washington zone, which embraces 
some 60,000 square miles, with a population of 
25 million people. Within this ares are ap- 
spe gers electric utility power stations, 
36,000 miles of heavy traction railroad, and 
nearly 100,000 industria] establishments. 

In reports submitted to the Conference it 
was stated that in Germany four great super 

wer zones have been formed to serve the 

rge econumic centres, while in France the 
whole country has been mapped out into 
seven ions which will be covered by net- 
works of high voltage transmission lines above 
100,000 volts. | 

Reports were also submitted on large scale 
| power distribution in Sweden, on the trans- 
mission of electric power ‘from Norway to 
Denmark, on the electrification of Holland, 
reconstruction in Austria and Russia, and 
ye te zones in Canada. 

Mr. Charles Merz, in a paper on “ The 
Transmission and Distribution of Electrical 
Energy,’ said there is considerable scope for 
further economies which would result from the 
more widespread distribution of electricity, 
especially by combining the electrification of 
the main railway lines with the industrial 
load. Electrificatiom of rural areas must be 
slow and difticult if dealt with independently, 
but would in many Cases become profitable if 
combined with railway main line electrifica- 
tion which would cover the country with « 
combining gen on of electricity for railway 
pecans and for general purposes was already 
ully realised, but the importance of combined 
transmission systems wag equally great. It 
must be a miatter of surprise to many visitors 
to Great Britain that on not one line hag ad- 
vantage yet been taken of the dense traffic 
to obtain the great economies, and the even 
more important benefits to traflic operation, 
which main line electrification offers. 


WHAT ELECTRIFIED MAIN 


LINES WOULD MEAN. 

Sir Philip Dawson, M-P., consulting 
electrical engineer, said that Sir Vincent 
Raven (technical adviser, L. and N.E-R.) had 

pared a scheme for electrifying the main 
fine from York to Newcastle. But for the re- 
rouping of the English railways there was 
Petie doubt that this scheme, as well as elec- 
trification of the Brighton system, would now 
be in hand. Electrification of the whole line 
in and out of Liverpool street Station would 
enable buildings to be erected over the jine 
inside and immediately outside the statin, 
thus rendering available a site which had been 
valued at 25,000,000. | 

By electrifying all the services out of 
Victoria and Londón Bridge the increase in 
the number of trains over the train service in 
1920 would be: main line Victoria 220 per 
cent., suburban line 225 per cent. ; main line 
London Bridge 145 per cent., suburban line 
121 per cent. 

Capital expenditure involved in electrifica 
tion of the seburban system of what was the 
London, Brighton and South Coast Railway 
would require about £7,000 000, and electrifi- 
cation of the main line about £4.000,000 
Returas on the total capital invested would 
be increased from 11.1 per cent. to 17 per 
cent.

BRICKLAYERS’ WAGES. 


In the House of Commons, Mr. Ernest 
Shnor (Withington) asked the Minister of 
Health whether he was aware that builders 
building subsitiy houses in Manchester were 
paving up to 4d. an hour above the standard 
rate for bricklayers, with the result that the 
contractors who are building for the Corpora- 
tion and paving the standard rate are getting 
so few bricklayers that ome important contract 
will, at the present rate, take over 20 years 
to complete; and whether he would introduce 
legislation to prevent exploitation of this 
kind. 

Mr. Wheatley—I am not aware of the rates 
of wages paid by the particular builders 
referred to; but if. the seheme I have laid 
before the House is adopted I believe that the 
industry will be able to make such arrange- 
ments as will ensure a mufficient supply of 
labour for the local authorities’ housing 
schemes. 


CONCRETE ROADS. 


-“ 


The most exhanative test ever undertaken 
im order to gain a definite knowledge of the 
wearing properties of various kinds of roads 
when subjected to modern traffic is generally 
known as “the Bates’ Road Test, ' and was 
carried out in the United States. The test-4 
road consisted of 635 sections, each 18ft. wide 
and from 100 to 250 feet in length. Twenty- 
two of these sections were of brick, 17 of 
asphalt, and 24 of unsurfaced concrete. Over 
this road a fleet of Army trucks made 235,000 
round trips. Beginning with the bare chassis, 
loade were increased in 2.000lb. increments 
until a gross load of 121 tons was reached. 
Fifty out of the 65 sections were either 
partially or completely destroyed. Of the 13 
sections Which survived the test without fail. 
ing, ten were of concrete, two of asphalt on 
concrete foundations, and one of brick ona 
concrete foundation.

The charge up to 1916 was id. per 
unit; it is now to he Lid. per unit as a 
maximum (a reduction of a farthing from the 
price recently ruling), and a shding scale has 
been introduced under which consumers of 
20,009 units or upwards in a quarter, obtain 
the supply at 9-10ths of a penny per unit.

Criticism and Counsel. 


After a debate which occupied two 
sittings a vote of censure on the Free 
State Government was defeated yesterday 
in Dail Eireann by fifty votes to eighteen. 
This verdict does not prove that the 
Government is beyond reproach; but it 
proves clearly that, in the Dail’s and the 
country’s opinion, President Cosgrave and 
his colleagues are the only possible 
Government at the present time. They 
have made many mistakes, which we have 
not been slow to criticise. There are 
too many officials in the Government's 
service ; too much money is spent on fads 
and in the pursuit of unprofitable ideals ; 
the pension list is too big and costly. We 
have no doubt that, by a more dis- 
criminating choice between essentials and 
non-essentials, the Government might have 
been able to reduce the burden of taxation 


5/-; | in the present year, and so to furnish trade 


and industry with the stimulus that they 
need. When all fair criticism has been 
made, however, the fact remains that the 
country is under tremendous obligations 
to Mr. Cosgrave’s Executive. It has kept 
a steady eye on its main duty—the estab- 
lishment of sure foundations for our 
infant State. Its Ministers have faced 
dangers and difficulties with high resolu- 
tion. They have exhibited that moral 
courage which is a rare virtue in Irishmen. 
Most of their mistakes have been due to 
inexperience rather than to lack of 
character or good intention. On the 
whole, they have done at least as well as 
any similar body of untried men, con- 
fronted with similar problems, could have 
done in any country in the world. When 
we contrast our present conditions, poli- 
tical, social and economic, with those 
which prevailed two years ago, we feel 
that President Cosgrave is entitled to 
say, Si monumentum requiris circumspice. 
Moreover, this debato has shown that 
not even the most shadowy embryo of 
an alternative Government has begun to 
take shape in Dail Eireann. The censure 
of Mr. McGrath and his friends revealed 
no intelligible policy, no co-ordinated con- 
viction, no appreciation of the responsi- 
bilities of office. It is a pity, because a 
capable Opposition could render good 
service to the State.

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reached in the art of flying. The first 
man to fly was Pilátre de Rozier, who 
ventured up in a balloon in the year 1783, 
following the experiment in which Mont- 
golfier sent up a duck, a cock And a sheep. 
In 1906 M. Santos Dumont flew a short 
distance in a “ heavier-than-air ' machine, 
and, two years later, the brothers Wright 
produced effective aeroplanes. In 1909 M. 
Blériot crossed the English Channel in a 
monoplane, and from that date aviation 
has progressed with a rapidity and pre- 
cision never before witnessed in any 
branch of invention. The war came, when 
there were but few flying men in any 
country and flying was still the most 
perilous of exploits. When the armistice 
came flying was a familiar accomplish- 
ment to hosts of youthful fighters; power- 
ful engines had been evolved and a craft 
of flying by which almost a birdlike 
control had been attained. Henceforward 
the flying arm was to be a vitally important 
element in national defence, and aviation 
was to become part of common life. In 
1919 the late Sir John Alcock won his 
knighthood by that great flight from 
America across the ocean to Ireland ; 
shortly afterwards other aviators flew from 
England to Australia and the Cape. To- 
day the American flying men already have 
achieved a record in their flight of 18,000 
miles from San Francisco, round the 
shores of the Pacific, across Southern 
Asia and Europe to London. They pro- 
pose to continue their flight northwards to 
Iceland, through Greenland to Canada, 
and lastly across their native States to 
their starting point. 

This great journey involves much more 
than powerful machinery, courage and 
endurance. It marks the progress of the 
art of serial navigation—the branch ol 
aviation which was slowest to develop. 
The difficulties of aerial navigation are 
much greater than those which seamen 
have overcome through ages of study and 
pains. The aviator in Mark Twain's story 
expected to see the world stretched below 
him in nicely-tinted areas as on a map; 
but the aviator in real life deals+with a 
more bewildering element than the waste 
waters which gave rise to the saying “all 
at sea.” To determine his position is the 
more difficult because observations cannot 
be taken in leisurely fashion, as on a ship. 
Not only is the serial craft moving at 
more than a mile a minute, but the cir- 
cumambient air also may be moving at an 
enormous speed, and thus the observer's 
task is complicated by a double motion in 
respect of the earth. The currents of the 
air, unlike those of the sea, are uncharted 
and unchartable. In the flying craft, 
moreover, the compass behaves in a con- 
fusing manner, With all these difficulties 
it is not remarkable that the German 
raiders, when the earth was hidden 
from them by clouds of darkness, 
made so many futile voyages. Those 
who were shot down were found to be 
quite lacking in equipment for scientific 
navigation. Since the war this has 
changed. Ingenious instruments have 
been devised, chiefly by British experi- 
menters, whereby flying men can now 
judge their position, speed and direction 
with accuracy. It is the progress ol 
this new branch of aerial science which 
has made possible the impressive voyage 
of the American “ world-cruisers’’—the 
voyage which, when first adventurously 
made 350 years ago in the “Golden 
Hind,”’ occupied nearly three years.

Shipping Tonnage. 

Lloyd's Register Book for 1924 shows, 
for the first time since the war, a decrease 
in the world’s shipping tonnage, as com- 
pared with that of the preceding year. 
The total decrease during the last twelve 
months was 1,142,671 tons, and was due

THE CONFERENCE.

The great Conference at the Foreign 
Office was opened this morning in a very 
— and almost unimpressive manner. 
public interest was small, and only 
a few spectators gathered in Downing 
street to watch the proceedings ie: 
liminary to the Conference. The Ras 
Tafari arrived. to pay a formal visit to 
the Prime Minister a few minutes before 
the time fixed for the Conference, and 
the crowd stared open-eyed at this 
interesting apparition, quite unconnected 
with the great business of the day, and 
when he left No. 10 a few minutes later 
the majority of the spectators departed 
from Downing street with him. Just 
before eleven o'clock Mr. Macdonald came 
out of the famous little garden gate at 
No. 10 and walked to the Foreign Office. 
He was wearing a black frock coat suit, 
but was bareheaded, and his greying hair 
waved in the light breeze as he passed by. 
In the quadrangle of the Foreign Office 
about two hundred people were present 
to see the persomages arrive, but the 
thering consisted’ mainly of journalists, 
ritish, French, Italian and Americans 
r edominating, with a number of police 
officers in plain clothes. As the Japanese, 
the Belgian and the French delegations 
arrived there was a general raising of 
hats all round, but not a sound to break 
the almost oppressive silence. There was 
much comment upon the absence of the 
United States observers, but it transpired 
later on that they had entered the Foreign 
Office by the side door. It also became 
known that the Colonia] Secretary, Mr. 
Thomas, was not to be an official member 
of the Conference. 


The Dawes Plan. 


The speeches attending the opening of 
the Conference were highly interesting, 
but not of any particular value. Mr. 
Macdonald remarked that the Conference 
had to create the conditions in which the 
Dawes reparation plan would operate, and 
to do this the economic and fiscal unity 
of Germany must be restored and adequate 
security provided for the investors who 
are to be asked to subscribe forty million 
pounds to the German loan. The speeches 
were short, while nobody seemed to have 
anything of much importance to say. Mr. 
Macdonald was appointed Chairman of 
the Conference; three committees were 
set up to consider controversial matters, 
and the Conference adjourned for the day 
after a comparatively short session. 
Prime Minister's Optimiam. 

The Prime Minister went down to the 
House of Commons quite early this after- 
noon, and beamingly watched the pro- 
ceedings during the question hour from a 
point of vantage behind the Speaker's 
chair. Mr. Macdonald was quite animated 
as he exchanged impressions with Mr. 
Clynes and Mr. Thomas concerning the 
opening-vf the Conference at the Foreign 
Office. It is certain that he thinks that 
a very great step forward has been 
achieved by the meeting of the Conference, 
and it is his great desire that it shall 
show some effective results. 


The Lane Pictures. 


When Mr. Thomas in the House of 
Commons this afternoon announced the 
composition of the Committee which is to 
discuss the claims of Dublin to the 
pictures of the late Sir Hugh Lane he 
spoke in such a low tone that very few 
people could hear what he said. Ulti- 
mately it was discovered that Mr. R. J 
Wilson, M.P.; Mr. George Barnes, and 
Mr. J. W. Hills were the three gentlemen 
appointed In the Lebby there was some 
little amusement regarding the selection, 
remark being made that no member of 
the trio possessed anything in the shape 
of an artistic reputation. The Committee, 
however, has nothing to do with the 
pictures as works of art, but as property, 
and has to decide to whom they shall 
belong. 


Parliamentary Adjournment. 


The Government has yielded to the 
pressure brought upon it from all parts 
of the House of Commons, and, if possible, 
will adjourn Parliament for the autumn 
recess on August @nd, thus enabling 
members to away from Westminster 
before Bank Holiday. To enable this to 
be done business will have to be con- 
siderably expedited; but, since members 
themselves are most anxious to cet away, 
it is probable that they will offer no 
objection to any course likely to secure 
an early adjournment. 


The Housing Bill. 


I hear that the Housing Bill will be 
sent up to the House of Lords as soon 
as possible, but that the Peers will 
probably postpone its consideration until 
the autumn. The immense charge 
incurred on the public purse by the 
Bill, should it become law, may lead to 
its rejection by the Lords, since they are 
unable to amend the measure, as it 1s 
certificated by the Speaker as a money 
Bill. The consequences of such a rejec- 
tion might very important; for it would 
suit the aims of the Labour Party to have 
a general election on the cry of “The 
Lerds Stop Housing.” It is early, how- 
ever, to talk about the prospect of the 
Bill in the House of Lords; for it has 
not yet leit the Commons, where it will 
have to run the gauntlet of many deter- 
mined efforts at amendment.

THE PROCEDURE IF fT FALLS. 


An interesting statement was made by the 
Speaker in the Dail. yesterday, as an incident 
in the debate on the censure motion, concern- 
ing the procedure which would ensue if the 
Government were defeated at any time on a 
motion imrlying want of confidence. Mr, 
Esmonde's motion to refer back the estimate 
for the salaries and expenses of the Executive 
Council (which was defeated yesterday) was 
construed as a motion of that. order. 

Mr. W. -Davin, a Labour member, was 
speaking yesterday, and said incidentally that 
he assumed that if the motion were carried 
by a vote, it would be the duty of the 
Governor-General to. send for Deputy 
Esmonde. 

The Speaker rose at once to correct that 
assumption. “ The deputy,”’ he said, “must 
not interpret the Constitution like that. 
Deputy Esmonde is not going to get into 
contact with the Governor-General] in that 
manner. If the Dail decides that it has no 
confidence in the present Government, I take 
it that the President would resign, and any 
deputy would be in the position of nominat- 
ing another President. That must be clearly 
unde , It is not a question of the 
Governor-General sending for any deputy.

LONDON, Wednesday. 

The arrival of the del 
Conference to-day was a throng 
ot sightseers in Whitehall and in the Forei 
Office courtyard. They assembled in the 
Foreign Secretary's room, and were given 
places at a baize covered table forming three 
sides of a rectangle. The British Premier, 
with Mr. Snowden, Mr. J. H. Thomas and 
Sir Eyre Crowe on his left, occupied the 
centre of the topside. On his right were the 
French, Italian, Belgian and Portuguese re- 
presentatives in the order named. 

On the left of the British were Mr. Kellogg 
(the United States Ambassador) and his 
countryman, Mr. Logan, neighboured by the 
representatives of Japan, Greece, Rumania

Committees were appointed to deal with con- 
troversial questions. 

The Dominions were not represented at 
this morning s session, but it is understood 
that they will be represented at future 
meetings. 

The question of German participation in 
the Conference was not mentioned at all 
to-day. 

Opinions differ greatly on this point, and it 
seems certain that no invitation wil be sent 
to Berlin, in any case until the Conference 
has reached some sort of agreement on the 
main principles.

FRENCH PREMIER’S SECRET. 


Speaking at the dinner of the French dele- 

tes to the Advertising Convention last night 
in London, M. Herriot, French Premier, said 
that he was not going to give away any 
_gecrets, but would content himself with say- 
ing that he, himself, had some idea of pub- 
licity and .advertising, which he had gained 
in the course of his life. He had found that 
the best form of publicity is to assume 
secrecy. Advertising agents should take as 
their formula: “ Don’t tell anyone, but so 
and sos goods are the very best of their 
kind.” eople would then buy the goods 
to find out if they were the best. He had 
found that it worked very well in politics. 
He had some good reasons to think that he 
would not be Premier of France so long as 
he was Mayor of Lyons—twenty years. 

Concluding, M. Herriot said that England 
in history had always been the protector of 
all countries who desired justice, liberty, and 
truth. He gave the toast of England.

EFFECTS OF FAILURE. 
————— 


The Times, in the course of a leading 
article on the Conference which opened in 
London yesterday, observes :—In the speeches 
delivered at the opening meeting there were 
notes of confidence that were now cautious, 
now rather more nounced. It is char- 
acteristic. of M. Herriot that he gave free 
rein to his own hopeful temperament. There 
are, indeed, certain grounds for confidence, 
and the chief of them is that every member 
of the Conference has clearly in mind the 
disastrous consequences of failure. If agree- 
ment is not reached, if it proves im ible 
to apply the Dawes report as a whole, if 
all the efforts of the last few months are 
finally and publicly frustrated, then Euro 
will without guidance and plan, and the 
confusion will be far greater than before. 
The effects of a failure on the exchanges, 
on trade, on domestic finance, on the pre- 
carious balance of extreme parties in every 
European country, and on the whole range of 
European relations, can be imagined only too 
easily, so familiar is Europe with the strange 
prospect from the brink. Therefore, there is 
strong compulsion on all the delegates to 
make this critical Conference an  unmis- 
takable success. 

Of their good intentions there can be no 
doubt. Can these good intentions be 
hardened by the processes of conference into 
an effective determination to overcome the 
real difficulties?’ It is useless to disguise the 
fact that the main difficulty lies in an 
important difference of opinion between the 
two Powers who are responsible for convening 
the Conference. Mr. Macdonald and M. 
Herriot are friends, and on most subjects they 
think alike. That is an asset, but experience 
has shown that M. Herriot has to take very 
strict account of a strong body of French 
opinion which has no sympathy with his 
personal views. The vcte of the Senate which 
supported him also binds him. Those 
divergent tendencies of French and British 
opinion, which have checked progress 
hitherto, are still active in and around the 
presént Conference. The chief business of the 
Conference, therefore, is to devise some method 
of reconciling the British and the French 
views, and at the same time of providing real 
security for the investors in the proposed loan 
to Germany, without which the experts’ 
scheme must remain inoperative.

THE LANE PICTURES. 

TO THE BOITOR OF THE Lkisil TIMES. 
Srr,—As the British Government has at last 
decided to hold an enquiry into the above 
matter, 1 feel compelled to relate a conver- 

bir Hugh Lane on Satur- 
day, the órd April, 1915, only a few days 
before he sailed for America. On that day he 


took me to see some pictures he had newly 


hung in the National Gallery. On leaving 


the Gallery he accompanied me to the Mer- 
rion row corner of St. Stephen's Green, and 
I havea vivid recollection of our conversagion 


during that short walk—my last with Hugh 
Lane. 
He told me definitely and unequivocally 
that he had decided, after all, to let Dublin 
have the pictures that he had sent to London. 
I turned to him and said: ' You are the most 
forgiving man I ever met.” He then informed 
me that he felt he had not long to live . . . 
and gave certain grounds for his belief. He 
mentioned that he was sailing for New York 
on the following Friday and referred to the 
risk of being torpedoed. ! 

Personally, I do not consider that Dublin 
deserves the pictures, and I have no interest 
in writing this letter beyond a strong desire 
that what I look upon as the dying wish of a 
great friend and relative, whose memory Í 
revere, should be respected, and, having re- 
gard to the circumstances of his death, treated 
with the sanctity of that of a soldier on the 
haitlefield. Sir Hugh Lane knew he was 
facing death when going on his last long 
journey, and left the codicil behind in a 
sealed envelope addressed to his sister.—

persons living in Munster should apply to

AGRICULTURAL CON- 
FERENCE AT GLASNEVIN. 


DEMONSTRATION AT MODEL 
FARM, 


In response to invitations issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, a conference was 
held yesterday at the Glasnevin Model Farm 
lt was attended by public representatives, 
farmers, seed merchants and others interested 
In agriculture, who were received by Pro- 
fessor Drew, Dr. Hinchcliff, Messrs, Caffre, 
and Wheland, and other members of the 
Department's staff. 

Mr. Caffrey explained how improvement of 
cereals was best: effected, and pointed out th 
beneficial results of propagating from pure- 
tine seeds. 

He advocated a more extensive cultivation 
of Irish wheat, and urged that we have in 
“ Stettin,” a variety egual in quality to th 
famous “‘ Red Fife.” He called attention to 
the necessity for producing a variety of oats. 
which would be suitable for winter sowing. 
and said that the Department were trying to

Professor Drew showed the silage crop in 
process of being gathered, and displayed the 
working of the silo.. Other sections of the 
conference were given an interesting insight 
into potato propagation, with special reference 
to the production of varieties immune to 
various forms of potato disease.

MURDER IN A 
POST. OFFICE. 


TRIAL IN DUBLIN.

TWO MEN SENTENCED 
TO DEATH.

Yesterday in the Central Criminal Court, 
Dublin, before Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy, 
Edward Kelly aud Edward Gorman were in- 
dicted for the wilful murder of Samuel Atkin- 
son on the 8th March, 1923, in Co. Monaghan. 
They were found guilty and were sentenced 
to death. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instructed by the State Solicitor), pro- 


secuted. 

Mr. Lavery (instructed by Mr. J. B. 
Murphy, Clones! appeered for the prisoners, 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that the accused 
were charged with the murder of Samuel 
Atkinson at Lisnasong, Co. Monaghan, who 
had been married to the postmistress of the 
village, and had lived there for many years, 
leaving a family of three boys and three girls. 
They were all gathered together at tea. After 
the meal some of the elder children went out 
to a dance soon after two neighbouring boys 
came mm. Mr. Atkinson was sitting in his 
chair playing the fiddle, and later he went out 
to look after his cattle and ‘little farm pro- 
verty. He came back at about ten o'clock. 
‘he two neighbouring boys named M‘Cabe and 
Connelly were there. ‘There entered through 
the kitchen door Edward Kelly armed with a 
revolver. With him was Gorman, who stood at 
the door. M‘Cabe and Connolly were told to 
put up their hands. Mrs. Atkinson was told 
to do so and she refused. Kelly then said, 
“Come, open the office door.” But Mrs. 
Atkinson had no intention of doing so, but 
seized the outer door. Gorman called out to 
Kelly : “ Pink him." Shots were fired and Mr. 
Atkinson was shot dead in that quiet home of 
an inoffensive peace-loving family. 

Kelly was up to a certain time a breadvan 
driver at Castleblaney, and Gorman, a neigh- 
bour, was a farmer's son. They were com- 
plete strangers to the Atkinson family, and 
their identification must depend on Mrs. 
Atkinson, on whose brain was fixed the fea- 
tures of these two men who killéd the brave 
old man, her husband. She was brought to 
the Curragh Camp by Superintendent Murphy, 
who had charge of the case. A number of 
men were brought into a room, They were 
taken away and brought back—all except 
Kelly—and her evidence would be that from 
the first moment that this group of men were 
brought into her presence she recognised Kelly 
as the man who murdered her husband. On 
the next occasion when they were brought in 
they wore trench coats for some reason, and 
having seen Gorman paraded she laid her 
hand on him, ‘and if the jury were satisfied 
that they were dealing with a lady of keen 
sevisibility, and that she was telling a true 
story, then he was entitled to ask them to do 
their duty. 

Mrs. Caroline Atkinson, the widow, ex- 
amined by Mr. Dudley White, K.C., said that 
she was sub-postmistress, and for twenty years 
she lived with her family in the house in 
which the post office was situated. She de- 
scribed the entry of the two men on the night 
of the murder and the shooting of her 
husband. The men were not disguised

This closed the case for the prosecution. 
THE DEFENCE. 


Mr. Lavery said the case, no doubt, was 
short and simple, and, he would add, incom- 
plete for a murder case, the case being simply 
and entirely on the identification by Mrs. 
Atkinson, who had never seen the prisoners 
before the 8th of March, nor again until 
months after the parade at the Curragh.. She 
only saw them for a minute, by the light of 
a lamp and when terror was in her soul, yet 
she would have them believe that eleven 
months afterwards she was able to recognise 
them. There was no attempt to show that 
any threats were made, or what were the 
movements of the accused. Counsel asked the 
jury to say that Mrs. Atkinson's identification 
could be regarded as at all sufficient. The 
one object of the widow was to track own 
the men who killed her husband, and the; 
must not forget that neither McCabe nor 
Connolly, who were there, had been 
called by the prosecution. That was a curious 
thing. But he proposed calling them, and thev 
would prove that neither of the men in the 
dock were in the house that night. 

Patrick Connolly (15), who was in the 

house the night that Mr. Atkinson was shot. 
said that he could not identify either of the 
men in the dock as the men who were in the 
house that night. 
m cross-examination the witness admitted 
that at the identification parade he was hold. 
ing his eyes down, and was told to look at 
the men. 

Owen McCabe, who was in Atkinson’s house 
with the last witness. said that the prisoners 
were not the men who came int; the house 
that night. 
Eugene McQuaide. who had been a prisoner 
at the Curragh, said that at the identification 
parade coats and caps were put on Kelly and 
Gorman after the first parade. 

In cross-examination, he said that there 
were five men at the parade, and that Mrs. 
Atkinson put her hand on Kelly, and sub- 
sequently on Gorman. 

Su verintendent Murphy, recalled, examined 
by Me Carrigan, K.C., said that the sugges- 
tion had been made that at the parade the 
men had been selected because th vere 
Monaghan men. As a matter of fact, it 
was only this very day that he learned shat 
they were Monaghan men, or knew anything 
about them of the kind. Mrs. Atkinson was 
asked if she had ever seen any of these men 
before, and, if so, to put her hand on him, 
and she at once went over, put her "and on 
Kelly, and said:—‘t That is the man who 
murdered my husband” At a subsequent 
parad>, when Gorman was present, she 
placed her hand similarly on him. 

_ Mr. Justice O’Shanghnessy, in charging the 
jury, said that the issue turned entirely upon 
the evidence of Mrs. Atkinson, which re- 
quired no corroboration if they held that 
she was a witness to the truth. 

THE VERDICT. 

After an absence of half an hour, 

The jury returned with a verdict of guilty, 
with the strongest recommendation to mercy. 

When asked if they had anything to say, 
the prisoners remained silent for a few 
moments. 

Gorman said that he wished to thank his 
solicitor and counsel. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy then put on the 
black cap and sentenced both prisoners to be 
executed on Tuesday, the 5th August. 

When the prisoners were removed Mr. 
Justice O'Shaughnessy said that the recom- 
mendation of the jury would be submitted to 
the proper quarter. 

The Foreman—Thanks, your Lordship, 

Mr. Lavery applied for a certificate to 
justify an appeal. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy refused the ap- 
plication, for which, he said, there was no 
ground.
